Chrilttunity commands to prav for them that delpiteful- 
ly ule 1s; bur theſe men have deſpitcftully uſed od bar- 
baroully Murdered thoſe that n-ver harm'd them, 

"  Apan, the Precepts of Chriſtianity cnjovns us tn 
provoke one another to love, and to good works ; but 
thele Sons of Satan (for his work, they do, and there- 
fore his Children they arc) provoketheir timple andue- 
Iuded Profelytes to Murder, Treaſon, and Rebellion :; 
which: Jaſt inſtance they have too evidently made appear. 
I doubt not, Sir, but you remember, that! about the 
year 1443 the re was a dilcovery of certain Deſign 
againſt the Life of our Lord Licutenant (which was then 
his Grace the Duke of Or90-d,as you know he is now) 
and the Subverſion of the Government, and Firing the 
Caſtle and City of Dublin, 8c. And tor this, one Col: - 
Jonel Jephſor and ſome others were Arr aign*d .Conde md, 
and Exccuted here. This Jephſox had a Son (whole name 
was Tohſeph Tepſon) who was ſometime after his Fathers 
death put an Ap prentice bere in 7/wblin , where he was 
brought up in the Proteltat Religion, and had his 
Fducaryon in .a Civil Family, 

This Perſon the Jeluntes reſolved to make a Profelyte 
to the Roman ( hurch, and then doubted not but he 
would be fic for their purpoſe. And that they might the 
more cafily gain upon him; they firſt ſerew'd/themlclves 
nto his Acquaintance, and pretended a great deal of 
{ove and Kindneſs to him; by which mcans he <nter- 
tain'd a good opinion ofthem: And the more to indeer 
their Acouaintance to him, and ingratiate themſelves 
with him, they alloofter'd to help-him toa Wite ; which 
was indeed the only way to gain him : Andthiete Factors

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for Hell had provided one for him, againſt whoſeWealth 
and Beauty he could make no Exceptions , and there- 
fore readily accepts of the Match, And now when 
Jepſon thought upon nothing but being Married, there 
was a difficulty ſtarted that he was not aware of, which 
was; that this Gentlewoman had made a Vow never 
to Marry any perſon but a Roman Catholick; and 
therefore he muſt either loſe his Love or change his 
Religion : In this doubtful caſe he repairs to his old 
Friends (the Jeſuites) and tells them what ObſtruCtions 
he met with, and deſires their advice; which you may 
eaſily gueſs, was to change his Rchgion : For now 
they open themlelvesto him, and tell him that the Sal- 
vation of his Soul was as well concerned therein, as the 
obtaining of his Miltrels ; and therefore adviied him to 
helitate no Jonger about 1t; giving him ſeveral other 
reaſons to (way him to take their advices. But whe- 
ther it were the force of their Reaſons, or the dclire of 
obtaining his Miſtreſs, that prevailed with him moſt, 
I am not able to determine, though I rather think it was 
the latter: However it was, he renounces the Pros 
teſtant Religion , and declares himſelf a Papiſt ; and 
now the Gentlewoman may Marry him, and yet not 
break her Vow : In expeCation whereof, he addreſles 
himſelf to her, and gives hex an account of his Conver- 
ſion, (as he term'd 1t.) But the young man found him- 
{elf extream]ly deceiv'd, for theit arole another /Yexror.s 


- much more in{uperable than the former. For h« hay- 
ing declar'}] himſelt a Papilt, they now thoughr them- 
ſelves (ure of him, and wer- reſolved in the firſt place to 
have their defizns upon hims and now an opportu-:

'For you mult know the phiain in Jreland are car- 
rying on the (ame deſign as thoſe 1n England; and be- 
cauſe the Killing of the Lord Lieutenant ( which 'tis 

{trongly preſumed they deſign'd ) was a difficult and 
hazardous undertaking, they agreed to make this No- 
vice Jephſon the Inſtrument of it; a Young and Rich 
Wite they knew was the Bait that drew him to change 
his Religion ; and they were reſolved upon the ſame 
account to draw him in to commit this Execrable 
Murder. 

And therefore when Jephſon urged that he might be 
Married, ſeeing he was become a Komaniſt, they told 
him that he was too 'haſty : For he mult tir{t do ſome- 
thing toaſlure her of the truth of his Converſion. They 

, told him that he had done very well to come into the 
Bolom of the Mother Church, out of which there was 
no Salvation ; but yet till he had done ſome noble and 
Meritorious Act to confirm his Faith, they ſhould hard- 
ly believe his Converſion to be real. They told him 
alſo, that now there was an opportunity preſented it 
ſelf, wherein he might do God and the Church very 

great Service, and lave his own Soul beſides; and thar 
was, 1navenging his Fathers Blood upon the Duke of 

Ormond : Adding, that God and Nature fecem'd to have 

ordained him for that very work; and that his Father 

mult expect no Redemption from Purgatory, nor him- 

ſclt any hopes of obtaining his MiltreſS , till he had e&f- 

tected it 3 {this is . confidently reported to have been 

the method of the proceedings. ) 

Though this Propoſal did at firſt ſtartle the Young- 
man 3 yet either ovelcome by their perlwallons, or out 
of a delire of Revenge, or ( which I rather think) in 

hopes 
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hopes to obtain his Miſtreks, he reſolves upon this deſpe- 
rate Attempt 3 which was tobe done, as 'tis ſaid, cither 
by Shooting the Duke out of a Garret- Window, as he 
went to Chriſt-Church, or in the Crowd going back, or 
in his Cloſet, or by Dogging him when he went privatly 
abroad, and then to diſpatch him by Shot, with a Horle 
well Mounted to bring him oft. 

But after the heat of his firſt Reſolution was a little 
over, the hazard and difficutly of the Attempt did ſome- 
what diſcourage him; and then it pleaſed God to open 
his Conſcience, (which was not, yer quite ſcared, and 
let him ſee his own raſhne(s in underdertaking to com- 
mit ſo Execrable a Wickednels, and the ſubtile Dclu- 
l10ns of the Jeſuits in alluring him thereto 

In this perplexity of Spirit, full of Grict and Diltracti- 
on, he applyed himſelf toa Worthy Magiſtrate of this 
City, to whom he diſcovered whatT have here acquaint- 
ed you with : Adding, that the nam«s of the Jefuits 
which put him upon it, were Plunket and Hourn 5 where- 
upon they were immediatly (ſeized upon, and carri-d 
to Priſon in order to their Tryals, 

[ hope Sir, this Letter will not (cem troublelom to 
you, fince by it we may lee, that let men lay their wick- 
ed deſigns as deep as Hell, yet our gracious God(to whole 
all-ſeeing eye nothing can be hid) dayly dilcovers thers, 
and brings to light theſe hidden works of darkneſs; | 
hope God will preſerve our King, Church and State, and 
cauſe all wicked contrivers of Miſchief to be taken and 
ſnar'd in the works of their own hands.
